THE LICENSE 
ELECTION. 


To-morrow thoro will be hold in Junes- 


ville a special election to decide the 
question as to what amount ahull be paid 
for liquor license for tLreo yours from the 
first Tuesday of next May. 
There will 


bo three propositions before ths people 
at tho coming election—first, to allow 
the license to remain at S200 as at pres- 
ent; second, to increase it to S350;' and 
third, to make it S500. Ibe form of the 
vote prescribed is—-'To be paid for li- 
cense S—" which worda shall be written 
or printed upon "plain white paper." The 
voter can moke his choice ot either 
of the amounts above noted. Ii is hoped 
a majority of the votes cast in this city, 
will read—"To bo paid for License, ?500." 
The statute provides, that "tho snm re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes at 
such election shall be held and consider- 
ed the sum to bo paid for such license to 
sell liquors within such city, village or 
town, for tho three years succeeding the 
lirst Tuesday in May next thereafter; 
provided, that if the highest amount to 
be voted for does not receive a plurality 
of the votes cast, then, the votes cast for 
snoh highest amount shall be considered 
as having been cast for the next lower 
amount, and shall bo so counted; in case 
of a tie vote npon the lower and highest 
sums, so voted for, if there shall be no 
votes cast for tho third or medium sum 
to be voted for, such third or medium 
sum shall be held . and considered the 
sum to be paid for such license." 


.Every citizen of Janesvillo should take

Those who 
aro opposed to high, license on the al- 
leged ground that it is an attack upon 
the personal liberty of saloonkeepers, 
should bear in mind one thing, that the 
special taxation ot saloons is due to the 
fact that the existence of saloons compels 
the pnblio to spend an immense amount 
of money every year for police and courts 
and poorhouses and asylums. All there 
is to high license is simply a thing ot 
common senss, and- that is that the sa- 
loons shall pay what is reasonable and 
just toward tho protection of the public 
from the consequences of the damaging 
effect of'their business. Or, in other 
words, as one puts it, "It means that the 
liquor sellers must contribute something 
like a just amount toward the support 
and burial ot the victims of the saloons." 


Now, there is not a saloon-keeper any. 


where, who means to be fair-minded, 
but that will admit that the mora^ 
effect of saloons is bad. He will also ad. 
mit, it ho desires to be fairly honest in 
his confession, that courts and prisons 
and poor-houses receive a very large por- 
tion of their business from tho taloons. 
Over-drinking is the cause of much of 
the crimes that are being committed 
every day and in every state in this coun- 
try, and this excessive drinking is en- 
couraged by the saloons.

saw him but a few minutes before re- 
ceiving tho fatal injuries, and in his 
opinion deceased was not under the in- 
fluence of liquor. Mr. Todd gave a de- 
scription of the stairs, and the occupants 
of the floor upon which was his office and 
that of the deceased. 


Mr. John E. Finnagon, of Beloit, Iwas 


called. Mr. Finnogan met the deceased 
in the morning, and four o'clock in the 
afternoon of the day tho injuries wore 
received for tho purpose of transacting 
some monetary business. After detailing 
this business apparently satisfactory, 
Mr. Winans asked one or two pointed 
questions, endeavoring to place the ^wit- 
ness, at the time of tho reported full, at 
or near the office of tho deceased.

questions wora answered by" tho witness 
in a straightforward manner. At noon 
the jury took a recess until two ^o'clock 
this afternoon. 


This afternoon was occupied until half 


past three in taking tho testimony of Mr. 
Fcnnigan and of Mr.Emanuel Abrahams, 
a barber, who shaved the deceased. Mr. 
Abrahams testified to tho marks of vio- 
.ence upon tho head. 


Miss Alice Brodor was called at halj 


past three o'clock, and is on the witness 
stand as ws go to press. The inquest 
will occupy two or three days more time 
and wo will not attempt to give an opin- 
on as to tho result in advance of The 
verdict of tho jury,
